Ss. O. S., which was picked up by the 
British destroyer Wrestler, eighteen 
miles distant. The destroyer dashed 
to the scene. 

The West Comak and the Clan Mal- 
colm, which were little damaged, stood 
by and lowered boats, as did the de- 
stroyer, which placed searchlights over 
the foggy sea, now strewn with wreck- 
age and survivors. Yawls made dra- 
matic rescues of survivors, many of 
whom had been injured at the moment

The hero of the sea tragedy was Eg- 
bert E. Thompson, leader of the South- 
ern Syncopated orchestra, who served 
in France in wartime with the “ Buf- 
faloes”’ infantry.

| Fifty Years’ Progress 


to Fourth City

traordinary perseverance. Where it 
seemed impossible for a man to 


ried their hose, sprinkling the 
opposite and endeavoring 

to stop its spread in a westerly di- 
rection. But it was evident by mid- 
night that human ingenuity could 
not stem that fiery tide. At the 
same time, so burdened were the 
minds of the citizens with the con- 
flagration that the question of 
where it would end never entered 
their minds. Engine No. 14, which 
had retreated gradually north on 
Canal Street’ to Foss Lumber Yard, 
or rather where that yard had been 
two days before, was suddenly sur- 
rounded in a belt of flames, and 
abandoned to its fate. At that time 
the fire was running almost entirely 
north in two solid columns, One 
was between Clinton and Jefferson, 
the other between Clinton and Canal 
Streets. In that fearful advance the 
fiery cohorts of the eastern col- 
umn led, and while they made their 
onslaught upon the barrier of lum- 
ber and frame buildings on Van 
Buren Street, bordering on the 
blackened site of the preceding 
night’s conflagration, the advance 
on théiwest had only reached West 
Harrison. .... 


Before the roar of the flames in that 
lumber yard the crowd stood in 
awe, though even yet without a 
thought of the peril yet to come. 
It was now about 1:15 o’clock.... 


The route of the fire was distinctly 
visible. In five minutes after the 
first flame had reached Van Buren 
Street from the southeast we could 
see the incipient fire in the south 
division at a point three blocks to 
the north. The blazing brands 
borne before it had fallen into the 
sheds and shanties near the Ar- 
mory, and at once the blaze 
mounted high. From the river to 
Market Street, thence to Franklin 
and Wells in a northeast direction, 
it made its way as if directed by an 
engineer, in an air line, striking 
Madison Street, east of Wells, and 
near La Salle. But preceding the 
actual blaze was the shower of blaz- 


breaking through windows, falling 
into yards, and each brand starting 
new fire. The fire was in full blast 
in the rear of the Union Bank and 
Oriental Buildings before the actual 
fire had reached Wells Street, three 
blocks to the southeast. In like 
manner the Chamber of Commerce 
Building was in flames, the roof of 
the Court House was ablaze, the 
old Tribune ofhce was half de- 
stroyed as distinct conflagrations. 


resisted destruction, and before it 
was abandoned the fire had com- 
menced in a dozen places on the 
north division. 


The entire north division, from the 
river to the lake, and as far north 
as North Avenue, was one seething 
mass of blaze. The roar of this 
fire was appalling. It proclaimed 
the fury of the destruction. In the 
meantime all communication from 
the west division to the south, at 
any point north of Twelfth Street, 
was suspended, and we in that divi- 
sion had to look with sighs and 
tears at the awful scene before us. 
Thousands of fugitives from the 
other divisions thronged to the 
streets, seeking shelter. Just be- 
fore daylight there was one con- 
tihuous sheet of flame from Twelfth 
and Jefferson Streets on the south. 


AFTER THE FIRE.

THE TRIBUNE 
BUILDING GOES 


By 2:30 in the morning the fire had 
swept northeast to the corner of 
State and South Water Streets. It 
was also burning to the south and 
east of The Tribune, but the print- 
ers and editorial staff stuck to their 
posts until the fire had completely 
surrounded them and McVicker’s 


Then they left. But a few hours 
later they were installed in a small 
job office at 15 Canal Street, which 
Mr. Medill had promptly purchased, 
and while The Tribune building 
was burning and several hours 
before the conflagration had spent 
itself reporters were writing and 
printers were setting up new stories 


and advertisements in the mage 
vised publishing plant. 


The night before The Tribune's 


check would have been good for | 


$100,000, but before the paper could 


be issued the business manager had 


to borrow $64 from personal friends 
to pay for materials for which 
credit was refused.

THERE ARE FEW 


Tribune advertisers extant at this 
later date who were thriving at the 
time of the great fire. Marshall 
Field & Co., then Field, Leiter & 
Co., gathered what was left after 
the fireworks, performed. a few 
Augean labors-on a barn at Twen- 
tieth and State, and on Nov. 10, 
1871, we find them offering “Fif- 
teen Pieces of Real Lyons Silk 
Cloak Velvet, slightly damaged 
from rough handling in the late 
fire.” 


So with Carson, Pirie & Co., now 
Carson Pirie Scott & Co., whom 
we find announcing, on Oct. 25, 
1871, that “we are now receiving 
New Goods, and will be pleased to 
have our friends call and see us.” 


Lyon & Healy, after having been 
burned out during the year before, 
were again ejected by the fiery one 
on the night of the big fire from 
their building at 150 —

Thousands of persons, criminally 
intent, poured in on the afflicted city, 
and here are a few instances where 


a righteous citizenry 
some of them :] 


The damnably depraved character 
of some of the ruffians of the city 
was perfectly illustrated on Monday 
and the ensuing night by attempts 
made to promote pillage by fires 
set by incendiaries in different 
parts of the city. To the credit of 
the inhabitants of the city let it be 
said that the villains generally met 
with the fate they deserved. The 
following are some instances: 


the conflagration by igniting 
a clothes line saturated with 


kerosene and throwing it into 
a building on Thirty-second 
‘Street. He received his des- 


men, who saw the act, and 
“now sleeps in the valley.” 


—A man was seen hanging to 
a lamp post on one of the ave- 
nues, dead, but not cold.’ 


—Bridget Hickey was arrested 
for setting fire to a barn in the 
- rear of a house on Burnside 
Street. By some mistaken idea 
of clemency she was not 
hanged. | 
—Two men, who"were caught 
trying to set fire to the Jesuit 
Church on the West Side, 
were disposed of without cere- 
mony, and the lookers-on were 
pleased to say, “Served ‘em 
/ right.” 


—At about 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon a man residing on 
Fourth avenue caught a man 
in the basement of his house, 
armed with hay and matches. 
He gave the alarm, the incen- | 
diary was caught and stoned 
and battered to death. He lies 
on the Avenue yet, near Four-. 
teenth street.

GATHER PUMPKINS BEFORE 
ANOTHER FROST. 

Frost already has hit the pumpkin 
patch. This warns truckers that if 
there are to be any pumpkin pies this 
winter and jack-o-lanterns for H:'- 
loween the pumpkins must be picked 
and stored at once. 

Pumpkins and squashes must be 
gathered and covered before they are 
hit by heavy frosts. They are fairly 
hardy and are safe if left in the field 
until the first light frosts. It is really 
best not to pick them until rather 
late, for they-ripen better in the fleid 
and take on that rich flavor charac- 
teristic of pumpkin and squash. 

It is dangerous to leave them out 
where they are exposed to light: 
freezes. Even a heavy frost causes 
spots to form on the surface and when 
put in storage these spots become sof! 
decay sets in and gradually works tu 
the inside. 

Both of these crops may be stored 
successfully in basements in the city 
or in the cellars on the farm. They 


do not always keep well in city base 


ments because there is often a lack 
of ventilation, and they soon decay |: 
the farm cellar where water stand- 
on the floor. There are three esser 


tial storage requirements—a dry plac 


plenty of air and a temperature co.

It is advisable to burn the vines of 
squash, pumpkin, melon and cucum- 
ber because of diseases and insects.

Vegetarian Rice. 


In doubling a recipe for cooking al- 


most any cereal, it is usually best to = 
use a little less than double the liquid. = 


In having a recipe it is often neces- | 


sary to add a little more than half = 


of the water. 

Rice cooked Creole fashion, with | 
an addition of green pepper or ripe 
sweet pepper and some onion, or not 
as you like, seems to me an ideal | 
luncheon dish for this time of year. 
It makes light demand on digestive | 
energy. Some bacon fat cooked with 
it gives a most satisfactory seasoning, 
making it sayory, or the rice and 
vegetables may be plain buttered as 
served. If these directions are car- 

ried out, the rice ought to be brig'tt, 
white, and rather dry, and the vegeta- 
bles tender. 

Wash and put to drain one-half cup 
of rice. Put one and a half cups of 
water with one-half teaspoon of salt 
to boll. When it boils, drop into it 
some sweet pepper cut fine and onion 
cat in the same way, if it is used. As

in the washed rice, a part at a time, so 
that the boiling does not stop, anc 
add a bit of butter or all the bacon 
fat you like for seasoning and dress- 
ing.

the one he gave at the Ziegfeld dur- 
ing the summer. The program was 
grouped in something the same manner 
and played in very much the same 
way, with much skill jn putting notes 
into their right places and with con- 
siderable thought and a certain de- 
gree of emotion in their presentation. 

The proper musical criticism tn his 
case probably would be to say that he 
has great tonal variety and command 
of nuance. In simpler language it 
means that he can play pretty nearly 
anything he wants to, and it sounds 


There was plenty else. Busoni’s ar- 
rangement of the Bach Prelude and 
Fugue in D major was as impressive 
in its gravity as the monastic stage 
settings in which he played. There 
was @ lighter touch for Debussy and 
Ravel; still more variety for some 
waltzes of his own composition—five, 
not the six he had planned to play. 
Incidentally, he composes with nearly 
as much skill as he plays, and for the 
same kind of audiencg one of, mu- 
sicians rather than the Dicaral public. 


Classified thus, he is an interesting 
figure at the piano.
